James 4:5, “Grudge not one against 
another, brethren, lest ye be con- 
demned: behold, the judge standeth 
before the door.” 

Song of Solomon 8:6, “Jealousy is 
cruel as the grave: the coals thereof 
are coals of fire, which hath a most 
vehement flame.” (A most furious 
flame.—Webster.) 

The word JEALOUSY means to be 
envious, suspicious, or resentful, aris- 
ing from mistrust of another. In 
learning the meaning of this partic- 
ular word, then, we would study the 
cause of the existence of jealousy 
among the brethren. We notice in 
James 4:5 that the precautious state- 
ment is to the brethren; not to the 
unbeliever, but to the believer or fol- 
lower of the Lord. Then, it can exist 
among the brethren. This is a positive 
fact. It does exist. This is a positive 
statement. 

Jealousy is a madness which cannot 
endure the good of others. In jealousy 
there is more self-love than love. Jeal- 


ousy is a work of the flesh (Galatians: 


5:19-21), and the scripture teaches us 
that those who partake of or enter- 
tain this work of the flesh shall not 
inherit the kingdom of God. 

Jealousy is one of the greatest of all 
evils, and yet the least condemned of 
those who cause it. It has been said, 
“An idle mind is the devil’s workshop.” 
We can truthfully add: “Idle C s 
tians are the ones who are jealous of 
those who succeed.” 

The jealous person is a martyr and 
makes martyrs of others. eee is 
an inward strife against another, 
prompted and kept alive by the kin- 
dled fire of ENVY and HATRED. Song 
of Solomon. 8:6 says, “Jealousy is as 
cruel as the grave.” We think of a 
grave as something that holds captive 
that which is dear and precious to us. 
Many term the grave as something 
cruel. So is jealousy. Jealousy in the 
church will eventually kill the best 
of ministers, church members, and 
any that would let its blinding power 
control them. 

The characteristics of jones are: 
It is a strife worker, continually caus- 
ing discord and heartache. Jealousy is 
such a detrimental force that it will 
hold captive the mind and the heart, 
and cause eternal damnation to 
the soul, if not overcome. One major 
characteristic of jealousy is that it 
will demand or rule the entire human 
life. It will cause the eye to see, the 
ear to hear, the bog way to gossip, the 
mind to think until the entire nervous 
system is wrecked and destroyed, if 
not conquered. How little the tongue 
is, but what a powerful weapon when 
used by this enemy—jealousy. Little 
indeed, is the match, but it can cause 
an uncontrollable fire. Fire is a de- 
stroyer, and so is agen destroys 
influence, character, and the hope of 
man! 

Matthew 12:36, “But I say unto you 
that every idle word that man s

in the day of judgment.” Examine 
your hearts. Be certain they are not 
filled with jealousy or a desire for per- 
sonal revenge. Bear in mind the words 
of Socrates, “Knowledge of good will 
lead to commitment of good. Let us 
not, therefore, accept the whispering 
of d and cruel gossip as certain 
knowledge.” Let us trust the One who 
has proved Himself ay te wey and 
then let us go a little farther y ex- 
tending a helping hand to the fallen 
instead of a hand that will push him 
farther down.

Proverbs 14:30, “A sound heart is 
the life of the flesh: but envy the rot- 
tenness of the bones.” In other words, 
jealousy is com to the lowest 
state of corruption, when the marrow 
of the bone become rotten and 
Gocnged. The marrow of the bone is 
the life, the inmost or essential part 
of the human body. So, when we per- 
mit jealousy to corrode in the church, 
even in the ranks of the ministry, 
then we are subject to have a can- 
cerous experience. 

The results of jealousy: Sometime 
or another each one of us has been 
jealous. It is true that we do not wish 
to admit it. Even if we did admit the 
fact, probably we would not call it by 
its proper name—jealousy. Ever since 
the beginning of e, there has been 
jealousy. The disciples themselves had 
a streak of jealousy in their hearts 
before the crucifixion of Christ Jesus 
(Matthew 20:24). 

To and fro, back and forth, the 
shuttle of time has moved across the 

reat loom of life, weaving both beau- 

ful and sombre patterns among 
Christianity. I would classify the 
beautiful patterns as the beautiful 
thoughts and deeds of the Christian; 
the ugly and unwanted patterns as 
the ugly and untruthful thoughts and 
words of the Christian. What is the 
difference between scandal and gos- 
sip? Oh, gossip is charming, but scan-

Text: Psalm 92:12-14, “The right- 
eous shall flourish like a palm tree; 
he shall grow like a cedar in Lebanon, 
Those that be pianted in the house of 
the Lord shall flourish in the courts 
of our God. They shall still bring forth 
fruit in old age; they shall be fat and 
flourishing.” 

The palm tree was very plentiful in 
Palestine in the olden days of its 
glory. ‘'‘he palm was to be found on 
ancient mebrew currency, as the pres- 
ident’s picture on our currency. After 
the Roman conquest, there were Ro- 
man coins with the palm symbol. The 
palm is a true symbol of victory and 
peace. It was used by the great host 
ot people present at vesus’ triumphant 
entry into Jerusalem (John 12:13); 
also, by the great multituae which no 
man could number that stood before 
the throne of God and the lamb 
(Rev. 7:9). 

The fruitfulness of the palm tree is 
extensive. Scholars tell us there are 
360 uses, including the use of its fruit 
for food, fibers of the base woven into 
ropes and rigging, tall stem supplies 
timber, leaves manufactured into 
brushes, mats, bags, and baskets. The 
consecrated Christian is versatile in 
that the Holy Spirit will produce in 
his life the fruit of the Spirit. Gal. 5: 
22, 23, “But the fruit of the Spirit is 
love, joy, peace, longsuffering, gentle- 
ness, gooaness, faith, meekness, tem- 
perance .. .” 

It is said you could rig and sail a 
yatch and provide food for a voyage 
from the palm. The flourishing palm- 
tree Christian finds sufficiency in the 
service of our Captain to carry us, 
with every need supplied, throughout 
the voyage, over the boisterous sea of 
life, to our heavenly home. 

The uprightness of the palm tree, 
no doubt, is due to the fact that even 
in the desert where there is sand and 
barrenness, its roots go deep down in- 
to the earth to water and it drinks it 
up unseen; it thrives on the hidden 
stream. So it is with the Christian. 
He has food and drink of which this

world knows not. If a palm tree is 
weighted or hard pressed, it grows 
faster and better. Oppression won’t 
harm it. So the weight of the cares of 
life and the pressure of the torments 
of the devil cannot hinder the Chris- 
tian’s growth. The perpetual green- 
ness of its foliage, or the height at 
which the foliage grows, is as far as 
possible from the earth and as near 
as possible to heaven. “Those that be 
planted in the house of the Lord,” yes, 


those that are not uprooted by every~ 


little discouragement, those that are 
not transplanted constantly by jump- 
ing from one doctrine to another, 
those that are truly planted shall 
grow, and grow, and grow upward, 
away from _ surrounding mortality, 
and shall “flourish in the courts of 
our God” in eternity.

ae Kapid Growth of 
the Church of God 


From 8 to 234,684 members 
From 1 to 3,632 churches 
From 1 to 4,901 ministers 
From 1 to 2,404 Sunday Schools (U. S. 
and Canada) 
IN 66 YEARS 


Although it is quite likely that hundreds in the same 
nominal denomination to which Rev. Richard G. Spurling 
belonged were dissatisfied, as he was, over the creeds and 
traditions which he thought were not only burdensome 
and binding, but also retarded spiritual growth and ac- 
tivity, yet credit goes to him for having had the courage 
to demonstrate his objections by pleading with his 
church for a reformation. This effort, however, failed, and 
he arranged for a meeting with fellow members Thursday, 
August 19, 1886, at Barney Creek Meeting House, Monroe 
County, Tenn. An organization was set up with eight mem- 
bers and named “Christian Union”; Rev. R. G. Spurling 
became its first pastor and moderator. As the matter of 
his first official business, he received his son, Richard G. 
Spurling, Jr., a licensed minister into the fellowship, and 
he soon became its pastor. 

On the 15th of May, 1902, Rev. Spurling called a meeting 
at the home of Rev. W. F. Bryant, in Cherokee County, 
N. C., and the name “Christian Union” was changed to 
“The Holiness Church at Camp Creek.” Then, at the 
Second Assembly, which convened January 9-13, 1907, in 
the Union Grove church, about ten miles from Cleveland, 
Tenn., the name “Church of God” was adopted on the basis 
of 1 Cor. 1:2. 

When the Fifth Annual Assembly convened January 10, 
1910, in Cleveland, Tenn., the organization had 31 churches, 
42 ministers, and a total membership of 1,005. To meet 
the growing demands of the rapidly expanding church, 
it was decided to begin a departmental program; the first 
established was the publications department, and in March, 
1910, the first issue of the official Church organ, “Evening 
Light and Church of God Evangel,” was published. After 
one year the name was changed to “The Church of God 
Evangel.” By 1914 it had changed from a semi-monthly to a 
weekly publication. The first printing plant was valued at 
$327.31, as against the present approximate value of $500,- 
000. The subscription circulation of the Church of God 
Evangel is 38,000. The Lighted Pathway, the official youth 
magazine, has a circulation of 62,000. The Church of God 
Publishing House also prints the Church Sunday School 
literature and song books. 

The next department established was the Church of 
God Bible Training School, January 1, 1918, in the Evangel 
office at Cleveland, Tenn., with an enrollment of only six 
students. In 1946 the Church purchased the Bob Jones 
College property in Cleveland, Tenn., for $1,500,000, and 
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its student body has reached 872. The Church also has a 
missionary school in San Antonio, Texas, and Bible Schools 
at Fresno, Calif., Minot, N. Dak., and Estevan, Sask., Cana- 
da. 

In 1919 the Church set up an orphanage department -in 
Cleveland, with a financial capital of about $7,000. It 
opened with only four children. At present the Orphanage 
is located at Sevierville, Tenn. Its property value is $800,000, 
and it is caring for 265 girls and boys and arranging to re- 
ceive many more. 

The progress of the denomination was interrupted for 
a few years over the necessity of having to impeach its 
General Overseer, July 26, 1922. Several hundred 
ministers and members went with him under the 
titie agreed on later by the Supreme Court as “Tomlinson 
Church of God.” They, however, soon began using the name 
“Church of God over Which A. J. Tomlinson is General 
Overseer,” and then, upon his death, they chose “The 
Church of God over Which M. A. Tomlinson (his son) is 
General Overseer.” Most of the time, however, they simply 
went by the name “The Church of God.” This, of course, 
was a Violation of the court’s decree, and worked many 
hardships on our denomination, whose rightful title is 
“The Church of God.” On March 7, 1952, the Supreme Court 
confirmed the decision of 1929 that their name was the 
“Tomlinson Church of God.” Then, Judge Woodlee, in 
Chancery Court here in Cleveland, Tenn., May 2, 1952, de- 
manded that they abide by the Supreme Court’s decision, 
or adopt the name “The Church of God of Prophecy.” Ac- 
cording to newspaper reports, they have accepted the 
latter name. 

The Church of God Missions Department was actually 
set up in the Twenty-first Assembly—1926; although 
Church of God ministers had preached in foreign countries 
since 1910. At present the Church has supervisory mis-- 
sionaries in 48 foreign countries over a substantial corps 
of native missionaries. Contributions to the Missions De- 
partment for 1951 amounted to $350,887.70. 

As a means of promoting the young people’s work, the 
“Young People’s Endeavor” was organized in June 1929. 
For some time this work, along with that of the Sunday 
School, has been under the supervision of a national 
director, and there are 2,116 Y. P. E.’s and 2,404 Sunday 
Schools in the U. S. and Canada. 

The junior, yet strong and active, department of the 
Church is the Ladies’ Willing Workers’ Band, officially 
established in 1936, with the uniform name of the L.W.W.B. 
It is expected that each of the denominations 3,560 church- 
es have one. 

Another great step forward in the progress of the 
Church of God was the amalgamation of the Full Gospel 
Church of South Africa with the Church of God on March 
28,'1951, which boosted our membership, 30,000. Its title is 
“The Full Gospel Church of God.” Neither would we forget 
the group known as the Church of God in Mobile, Ala., 
which came to us with 28 churches and their membership 
on Feb. 9, 1950. We deeply appreciate these who have joined 
hearts and hands with us as fellow ministers and members 
of the Church of God to promote God’s cause in this lost 
world. 

The following statistics, furnished by our General Over- 
seer, H. L. Chesser, give further proof that our organization 
is realizing rapid growth, for which we are grateful:

COLOMBIA, South America—A re- 
port has come through recently of the 
persecution of Ralph Hines, a Prot- 
estant missionary.

The par- 
ty meanwhile rushed to the house 
where the meeting was to have been 
held, destroyed Bibles and texts, beat 
the father and daughter of the house, 
and finally left. The matter was re-

hrough resulting investigation the 
police inspector in the party was dis- 
missed. 


THE BIBLE IS NOT A CATHOLIC 
BOOK 


The Roman Catholic advertisements 
in our — today are claiming that 
the Bible is a Catholic book. This is 
a subtle idea, containing a grain of 
truth, for the Canon of the Scrip- 
tures was decided upon in early 
Church councils, which the Catholics 
claim to have been “their councils’— 
but when taken as a whole, the state- 
ment is absolutely false. The Bible is 
not a Catholic book! 


The Bible was written by men who 
were ingot by the Holy Spirit. Mat- 
thew, rk, Luke, and John, who 


wrote the gospels, were not members 
of the Roman Catholic Church. Paul, 
who wrote most of the epistles, con- 
tradicts what the Roman Catholic 
Church believes and practices. Peter, 
in his epistles, does not claim nor sug- 
gest that he is a pope, nor is there one 
word in the New Testament that 
justify the supposition that he was a 
pope. , 

The Roman Catholic Church had 
nothing to do with the production of 
the Bible. Their system came along 
later and fell heir to that which was 
left of the Church after it was wed- 
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ded to the world and had apostatized 
from the true faith. Hence, they can 
claim to trace their origin back to the 
beginning, but the real succession is 
that of faith and Christian practice, 
— than mere historical succes- 
sion. 


JEWS AND THE IRON CURTAIN 


It is estimated that there are about 
13 million Jews in the world. Over 2 
million are in Russia and well over 
500,000 are in Red satellite countries. 
The 10 million are in various coun- 
tries throughout the world. A well- 
informed writer in the Times says 
that immediately the new Jewish 
State failed to range itself on the side 
of the Soviet Union, support from 
Russia ceased. Today, the Russian 
Jew has no contact with the rest of 
the Jewish world community, or even 
with Jews in the satellite countries.

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PREACH THE WORD 


By Rev. CARL COX, State Overseer, 1194 W. 14th St., Des Moines, Iowa 





Brother Cox was licensed November 19, 1933, 
and ordained May 27, 1941. He has served the 
Church of God for these 19 years as evan- 
gelist, pastor, and state overseer. He has 
organized 18 churches in new fields and led 
in the construction of 4 church buildings. He 
was appointed in 1948 to the overseership of 
Iowa and Nebraska, and as overseer of Iowa 
in 1950, which state he is serving at present. 





TEXT: “To whom shall I speak and 
give warning that they may hear? Be- 
hold, their ear is uncircumcised, and 
they cannot hearken. Behold, the 
word of the Lord is unto them a RE- 
PROACH; they have no delight in it,” 
Jer. 6:10. 

According to Jeremiah, judgments 
had been pronounced on God’s chosen 
people for their sins and for refusing 
to adhere to God’s Word. The Word 
of God had become a reproach to 
them. In other words, they (God’s 
people!) were ashamed of it. God 
moved nee Jeremiah, the prophet, 
and told him to reprove the people of 
their sins and warn them of the judg- 
ment that was to come upon them. 
He was reluctant and tried to 
find an excuse to justify himself— 
“O Lord God, I cannot speak, for I am 
a child.” But the Lord said, “You are 
not a child; take my word and give it 
to the people.” He promised Jeremiah 
that He would go with him in the 
ministry and that he should fear 
nothing. At that time the kingdom of 
Judah was in captivity because of her 
iniquities. Jeremiah preached and 
wept over his people, pleadin 
with them to turn from their wicke 
ways; but their ears were uncircum- 
cised. They would not hearken to the 
Word of the Lord. 

Let us notice two evils that God’s 
people had committed. “For my peo- 
ple have committed two evils; (1) 
they have forsaken me the fountain 
of living waters, (2) and hewed them 
out cisterns, broken cisterns, that can 
hold no water,” Jer. 2:13. God’s people 
were supposed to be a light to the 
world, but they were everything but a 
light. In verses 11 and 12 we 
find even God Himself astonished be- 
cause the people had changed their 
gods and their glory for something 
that profited them rye 4 ok 
They were ashamed of God’s Word, it 
had become a reproach to them. They 
thought they were too smart for it, so

they traded it off for something else. 

Say, Brother Ministers, I wonder 
sometimes if we change our ministry 
just because the people change, or 
perhaps because some D. D. came 
along and you thought he was smart- 
er than you, and you changed your 
doctrine to suit the crowd. Have you 
forgotten what you promised God and 
His church several years ago? Then, 
your ministrv was not widely known, 
but God was with you and you shout- 
ed and talked in tongues. You shook 
like a leaf under the power of God, 
and pen delivered the message to the 
people that God had given you. 
You told your people what the 
Church of God stands for. You loved 
its teachings and didn’t try to break 
them down before your people. Do you 
still love them? I am happy to tell 
you that we have Bible to sustain our 
church doctrines. Let us analyze some 
of them. 

Feet washing. How long has it been 
since you have had an old-time feet 
washing in your church? Has Dr. So- 
and-so told you that there was no use 
in it, and that if you want your 
church to climb up in society you'll 
have to leave feet washing off? Well, 
brother, please read the 13th chapter 
of John, beginning with verse 4, and 
see what God tells you to do. 
Are you going to be the one 
to try to change God’s Word, just 
because some other church that 
claims what you do doesn’t wash feet. 
Some people will tell you that they 
believe in feet washing, but they 
won’t practice it or teach it in their 
churches. What is their belief worth? 


The very same God that called Jere-~ 


miah to preach to his people is call- 
ing you to preach feet washing to the 
church and to put it in practice. What 
are you going to do about it? 
Feet washing is part of the gos- 
pel and the apostle Paul says, “I am 
not ashamed of the gospel of Christ.” 
Why, Paul? “It is the power of God 
unto salvation to everyone that be- 
lieveth.” Years ago, when you came 
into the Church of God and received 
your license to preach the gospel, you 
said you believed in it. In these last 
days you have learned so much until 
you can’t preach it any more. Listen 
to what God says about it. “Whoso- 
ever therefore shall be ashamed of me 
and my words (feet washing) ‘in this 
adulterous and sinful generation, of 
him also shall the Son of man be 
ashamed when he cometh in the glory 
of his Father with the holy angels,” 
Mark 8:38. If you are looking for the 
world to exalt your preaching the 
Word of God you will be disappointed. 
The thing for you and me to do is to 
reach the Word to please God and 
orget about trying to please man. 
Are we ashamed of holiness? Do we 
still preach holiness like we once did? 
Do we still tell our lady folk to dress 
as becometh holiness? About twenty 


years ago, when I came into the 
Church of God at Greenville, S. C., 
I well remember how some of our old 
ministers, who have already gone to 
meet their reward, would preach hol- 
iness so straight until we found our 
way down to the altar. Oh, praise 
God! I shall never forget old Brother 
J. B. Ellis, Brothers Culpepper, N. B. 
Osborn, S. W. Latimer, E. J. Boehmer, 
and others who told us it was a 
straight way, a holy way, a way that 
was separate from the world. The 
Word was not a reproach to them. 
They esteemed the reproach of Christ 
greater riches than the treasures in 
Egypt. I am wondering if we would 
come out and face the world as Moses 
did. “By faith Moses, when he was 
come to years refused to be called the 
son of Pharaoh’s daughter,” Heb. 11: 
24. Why? “Choosing rather to suffer 
affliction with the people of God than 
to enjoy the pleasure of sin for a sea- 
son,” Heb. 11:25. He counted it a 
pleasure to preach holiness to the 
people of God and the world, although 
it was a reproach to him as far as 
the world was concerned. The message 
he must deliver was much sweeter 
and richer than anything the world 
could ever give. Sad to say, many of 
our ministers profess to believe in 
holiness but fail to preach it. Minis- 
ters, don’t ever let the Word of God 


become a reproach to your ministry. 


If you do, you will be defeated. Count 
it a great privilege to carry the gospel 
and don’t be ashamed of it. You are 
called of God and not of man. If you 
try to please men, and feed them on a 
little milk and fail to give them the 
Word of God that will save and help 
them, you are called of man and may 
as well quit preaching. I believe if a 
man is called of God he will preach

I have met some misleading minis- 
ters who called themselves full-gospel 
preachers who would preach anything 
and do anything if there was money 
in it for them. I knew of a preacher 
who was pastoring a so-called full- 

ospel church. Not long ago he won 
he favor of the Rags and persuaded 
them to follow him. He said that God 
had given him a gospel, and the peo- 
ple left the church and followed ’ 
They poured the money to that man 
by the thousands. He put the money 
in his ket, built himself a church, 
and put it in his wife’s name. Now the 
people are tired of being suckers; they 
are leaving him and his services are 
going down. But he has their money 
and property, and what do they have 
to show for it? I would to God today 
that the people over the land and 
country would rise up against this free 
preaching. They call themselves free, 
but they are not. They are fighting 
people and preachers, and will preach 
anything and follow anything that 
comes along. My Lord, give us minis- 
ters and people that are organized 
and will appreciate the full gospel and 
are not ashamed of it. 

What about sanctification? Do we 
tell our people that they can be sanc- 
tified, and urge them to come to the 
altar and seek to be? Are we ashamed 
to tell the people that it is a definite 
work of grace subsequent to the new 
birth, and that a Christian must be 
sanctified before he receives the Holy 
Ghost? Has it become a reproach to 
our ministry? Have we hewed out new 
cisterns that will hold no water? Have 
we forsaken the old paths and gone 
after new ways and doctrines? Breth- 
ren, if we fail to preach the doctrine 
of sanctification to our people, Christ 
will hold us responsible for not 
preaching the full gospel. Sanctifica- 
tion is found in the Old Testament 
110 times and in the New Testament 
31 times, making a total of 141 times 
in the Bible. 

We all know that the Greek and 
Hebrew words for “sanctification” 
and “sanctify” mean to make or pro- 
nounce clean or holy; to purify or to 
separate from carnal things for spir- 
itual purposes. Now, if sanctification 
will do all of this for us, you had bet- 
ter tell your people to be sanctified. 
Don’t tell them come and receive 
the Holy Ghost, looking like the world. 
Ryd can’t receive the Holy Ghost un- 
til they are sanctified. How was sanc- 
tification provided? Through the of- 
fering of our Lord Jesus Christ’s own 
body and life. Heb. 10:1-4. “By the 
which will we are sanctified through 
the offering of the body of Jesus 
Christ once for all,” Heb. 10:5—one 
time for all of us. I don’t have space 
to give you all of the scriptures rela- 
tive to this subject. How are we sanc- 
tified? Through the blood of Christ. 
When are we _ sanctified? When 
we present our bodies a living sacri- 
fice, holy acceptable unto God. Rom. 
12:1, 2. Let us read the second verse: 
“And be not conformed to this world; 
but be ye transformed by the renew- 
ing of your mind that you may prove 
what is that good and acceptable and 
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perfect will of God.” What is the will 
of God? “For this is the will of God, 
even your sanctification, that ye 
should abstain from fornication,” 1 
Thess. 4:3. Now we know that the will 
of God is for you and me to be sanc- 
tified down here, not in heaven. Heav- 
en is sanctified, and everything that 
will ever get there will be sanctified. 
Sanctification is needed right here in 
this world to live the life and over- 
come this world. Jesus_ said, 
“T pray not that thou shouldest take 
them out of the world, but that thou 
shouldest keep them from the evil. 
They are not of the world, even as I 
am not of the world. Sanctify them 
through thy truth; thy word is truth,” 
John 17:15-17. If Christ had not 
wanted His ministers sanctified here 
in this world, He would have asked the 
Father to sanctify them when they 
got to heaven. That wasn’t what 
Christ wanted. He said they were not 
of the world even as He was not of the 
world. Yet, they needed to be sancti- 
fied. If it was important enough for 
Christ to offer a special prayer to the 
Father for them to be sanctified, it 
was a definite work. If it was not def- 
inite, why didn’t He ask the Father to 
give them the Holy Ghost instead of 
sanctification? 

Today, many are preaching, “Get 
saved and receive the Holy Ghost.” 
Why don’t we put sanctification 
where it belongs? Let’s put it where 
the Lord put it, and quit trying to 
move it. Is it a reproach to you 
to tell the people they can be 
sanctified? or have you let some 
little preacher selling books tell you 
that Christ’s blood could not sanc- 
tify you definitely? Take a look 
at this: “Wherefore Jesus also that 
he might sanctify the people with 
his own blood suffered without 
the gates,” Heb. 13:12. If that is 
not definite, then no experience is 
definite. The Lord Jesus Christ does- 
n’t give ie rr that isn’t def- 
inite. Yet, people will tell you that a 
person must be sanctified before he 
receives the Holy Ghost and then turn 
right around and tell you it is not 
definite. In other words, they are say- 
ing you’ve got to have it and yet you 
don’t know you’ve got it. I think this 
is the most unbalanced preaching I 
have ever heard. Good sense will tell 
you that all of the nine gifts set in 
the church are definite gifts from 
God to man. When you were called of 
God to preach the Aiea did you re- 
ceive a definite call? Of course, you 
did. When you were saved, you were 
definitely saved. If you were not, you 
are still lost. If you are sanctified, 
and you must be before the Holy 
Ghost comes in, then it is definite. If 
we don’t need it, Christ’s prayer in the 
17th chapter of John was in vain. I 
believe Christ can do what He said He 
would do. “Faithful is he that calleth 
you who also will do it,” 1 Thess. 5:24. 
Also, read 1 Thess. 5:22, 23. 

Brethren, don’t be afraid to preach 
the Word. Christ has done so much 
for you and me. May the Lord Jesus 
Christ help us all stand by the 
teachings of the Church and fight the 
good fight of faith until it is enough. 
God bless you.

forming marriages, conducting fun- 
eral services, straightening out church 
controversies, raising quotas, super- 
vising building programs, serving on 
committees, and many other things 
too numerous to mention, the busy 
minister is in danger of forgetting 
himself. This should never be. First, 
because in the saving of others he 
must also save himself. Second, be- 
cause he is the fountainhead through 
which most of the blessings come to 
his congregation, the minister should 

be alive and on fire for God. 

Try this daily half-hour worship 
period for one week and see how 
much you will be helped, strengthen- 
ed, and blessed.

She solicited the 
assistance of her friends and the students at 
Lee College, and they collected several boxes 
of very nice clothing and shoes to be sent to 
this needy family in Germany. These people 
are certainly grateful to Dr. Sebring and all 
those who had a vart in this noble work, and 
I am sure the Lord will abundantly bless 
them. You will note the writing is a bit odd to 
our way of expressing things, but I am sure 
you will be blessed by such thankfulness to 
God in such trying times. 


Dear Christian Friend: 
Peace with greetings. 


I hope with earnestness that you 
have received my lines in my native 
language, for unfortunately I cannot 
use the English. 

I am to you an unknown letter 
writer, and far from you a strange 
land, yet the love of Christ binds us 
men together and, though separated, 
can make us to appear one. I am from 
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a country which for years has had a 
senseless dictator who led our people 
away from faith in God, and brought 
on a reign of terror and misfortune 
for many millions, and away from a 
knowledge of faith. But we Germans 
are again on the way of knowledge, 
that not alone democracy, but espec- 
_ trust in God brings sympathy 

love for one’s fellow men, mark- 
tan the milestones on the road to the 
great Nazarene, Jesus Christ, and 
God the Father, who hears all our 
prayers and thanks, and who will do 
right for us if we live right. 


During all the years of our heavy 
sorrows I have never belonged to the 
rule of the devil, Hitler, but to God. 
My children had ‘to speak against the 
churchly ordinances. Believe me, dear 

> tee such as this was not agreed to 

me. Truth alone is the command 
of the hour, where bitter necessity like 
a flood poured over life for my family. 
Against all this, I was powerless, even 
for myself. 

In Germany, I could find no work— 
nothing to help; since the cross of the

poorest, even, is too heavy, I did not 
no go for our destiny is in God’s 
hands, and He will not forsake 
those who are in their great need. He 
was very near to me. In our deepest 
suffering, I felt His helping hand. He 
has saved us from fatal dangers. 

I know of the tradition of helping 
our Christian brothers and sisters, in 
the United States of America. This 
knowledge has so many Christians’ 
hearts filled with thanks over all the 
world. For five years I have been 
without work, and have received only 
a little help, so that my family could 
eat a little. Alas, I have no money 
for clothing—which is so expensive. 
We have been hungry now for several 
years; and our two-room shelter, a 
kind of barracks, I can’t keep up. 
There are only some old things; I 
need, at least, some furniture. We all 
sleep on straw; no bed thin ms all lack- 
ing. I work hard every in the 
woods with bad weather ,*5 poor 
things to wear—in order at least to 
have some heat and something to eat 
for the coming winter. The health of 
my family suffers severely under these 
conditions. All these great trials in life 
I wish to endure, and know nal > 
bear, for God knows why He 
it. He will not forsake me. He g ge om 
the strength and faith of vision. In 
Him I find protection and trust in all 
the heavy sorrows. It must be borne! 
Bitter always is the cup of sorrows. 
Glorious and heavenly is the relief, 
through the Lord Jesus Christ. Light 
is the burden of Golgotha’s sorrow 
and hope. Joy through the knowledge 
of Jesus Christ, borne, suffered and 
died for men. 

How can I ever compare the grief 
of Jesus with my sorrows? I ask only 
the health of my family. For this hap- 
piness I pray now and always. For my 
family and what they have, I must 
leave in the hands of the devilish Bol- 
sheviks. Totalitarianism might has 
robbed us of our home, and, like the 
Nazi rule (or system), a heavy bur- 
den of guilt rests on it. Millions of 
men are like my family, always in 
flight before the Bolshevists. It is ter- 
rible here in West Germany—thou- 
sands, men and women, old and 
young, are, by the Red arms, driven by 
torture methods, even unto death. 
Who can save bare life? God be 
thanked. Today, after five years, 
shines a world forgotten, but never 
will we forget our brothers and sisters 
in Europe. The hammer and sickle will 
destroy every noble and goodly thing.

Text: “As he thinketh in his heart, 
so is he,” Prov. 23:7. 

“As a man thinketh in his heart so 
is he” not only embraces the whole of 
a man’s being, but is so comprehen- 
sive as to reach out to every condi- 
tion and circumstance of his life. A 
man is literally what he thinks, his 
character —— the complete sum of 
all his — § 

As the plant springs from, and 
could not be without, the seed, so ev- 
ery act of man —- from the hid- 
den seeds of thought, and could not 
have appeared without them. This ap- 
plies equally to those acts called 
“spontaneous” and “unpremeditated” 
as to those which are deliberately ex- 


ecuted. 

Act is the blossom of thought, and 
joy and suffering are its fruits; thus 
does a man garner in the sweet and 
bitter fruitage of his own husbandry. 
All that a man achieves and all that 
he fails to achieve is the direct result 
of his own thoughts. In a justly or- 
dered .universe, where loss of equi- 
= would mean total destruction, 

dividual responsibility must be ab- 
solute. A man’s weakness and 
strength, purity and impurity, are his 
own, and not another man’s; they are 
pee about by himself, and not by 
another; and they can be altered only 
, himself, never by another. His con- 

tion is also his own, and not an- 
other man’s. His suffering and his 
preg ort are evolved from within. As 
he t , So he is; as he continues to 
think, so he remains. 

A strong man cannot help a weaker 
unless that weaker is g to be 
helped, and even then the weak man 
must become strong of himself; he 
must, by his own efforts, develop the 
strength which he admires in an- 
other. None but himself can alter his 
condition. It has been usual for men 
to think and to say, “Many men are 
slaves because one is an oppressor; let 
us hate the oppressor.” Now, however, 
there is among an increasing few a 
tendency to reverse this judgment, 
and to say, “One man is an oppressor 
because many are slaves; let us de- 
spise the slaves.” The truth is that 
oppressor and slave are cooperators 
in ignorance, and, seeming to afflict 
each other, are in reality afflicting 
themselves. A perfect knowledge per- 
ceives the action of law in the weak- 
ness of the oppressed and the misap- 
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plied power of the oppressor; a per- 
fect love, seeing the suffering which 
both states entail, condemns neither; 
a perfect compassion embraces both 
oppressor and oppressed. 

He who has conquered weakness, 
and has put away all selfish thoughts, 
belongs neither to oppressor nor op- 
pressed. He is free. A man can 4 
conquer, and achieve only by lifting 
up his thoughts. He can remain weak, 
and abject, and miserable only by re- 
fusing to lift ~ his thoughts. Before 
aman can achieve anything, even in 
worldly things, he must lift 
thoughts above slavish animal indul- 
gence. He may not, in order to suc- 
ceed, give up all animality and selfish- 
ness, by ry! means; but a portion of 
it must, at least, be sacrificed. A man 
whose first thought is bestial indul- 
gence could neither think clearly nor 


plan methodically; he could not find 


and develop his latent resources, and 
would fail in any undertaking. Not 
having commenced manfully to con- 
trol his thoughts, he is not @ posi- 
tion to control affairs and to adopt 
serious responsibilities. He is not fit 
to act independently and stand alone. 
He is limited by the thoughts which 
he chooses. 

There can be no progress, no 
achievements, without sacrifice, and 
a man’s worldly success will be in the 
measure that he sacrifices his con- 
fused animal thoughts, and fixes his 
mind on the development of his 
plans and the strengthening of his 
resolution and _ self-reliance. The 
higher he lifts his thoughts; the more 
manly, upright, and righteous he be- 
comes, the greater will be his success; 
the more blessed and enduring will be 
his achievements. The universe does 
not favor the greedy, the dishonest, 
the vicious, although on the mere sur- 
face it may sometimes appear to do 
so; it helps the honest, the magnani- 
mous, the virtuous. All the eat 
teachers of the ages have declared 
this in varying forms, and to prove 
and know it a man has but to persist 
in making himself more and more 
virtuous by lifting up his thoughts to 
the terms and requirements of al- 


mighty God. 

Intellectual achievements are the 
result of thought consecrated to the 
search for knowledge, or for the beau- 
tiful.and true in life and nature. Such 
achievements may be sometimes con- 
nected with vanity and ambition, but 
they are not the outcome of those 
characteristics; they are the natural 
———— of long and arduous effort, 
and of pure and unselfish thoughts. 

Spiritual achievements are the con- 
summation of holy aspirations. He 
who lives constantly in the concep- 
tion of noble and lofty thoughts, who 
dwells upon all that is pure and un- 
selfish, will, as surely as the sun 
reaches its zenith and the moon its 
full, become wise and noble in char- 
acter, and rise into a position of in- 
fluence and blessedness. Achievement, 
of whatever kind, is the crown of ef- 
fort, the diadem of thought. By the 
aid of self-control, resolution, purity 
righteousness, and well-directed 
thought a man ascends; by the aid of 
animality, indolence, impurity, cor- 
ruption, and confusion of thought a 
man descends. 

A man may rise to high success in 
the world, and even to lofty altitudes 
in the spiritual realm, but again de- 
scend into weakness and wretched- 
ness by souls Sareea selfish, and 
corrupt thoughts to take possession of 


Victories attained by right thought 
can be maintained only by watchful- 
ness, prayer, and faith in God. Many 
give way when success is assured, and 
rapidly fall back into failure. All 
achievements, whether in the busi- 
ness, intellectual, or spiritual world, 
are the result of definitely directed 
thoughts, and the only difference lies 
in the object of attainment and the 
spirit that motivates the efforts. Let 
us remember that the best thoughts 
come out of pure hearts, and the most 
noble deeds are the results of much 
thinking.
